State  Quarterback  Roman  Gabriel  was  selected  to  the 
FWAA,  FCAA,  and  Look  Magazine's  All-American 
Teams  this  past  season.  A  look  into  his  record  explains 
why  he  was  such  a  popular  choice. 

He  was  one  of  five  players  in  major  college  football 
this  year  to  compile  more  than  50%  of  his  team's  total  of- 
fense. Gabriel  personally  accounted  for  1356  yards  of 
N.  C.  State's  2539  yards  gained  total  offense,  which  per- 
sonally made  him  responsible  for  53.5%  of  the  Wolfpack's 
attack. 

Gabriel  passed  or  ran  for  15  of  State's  last  17  touch- 
downs. Passing  nine  and  scoring  six.  he  was  responsible 
for  92  of  State's  148  points.  He  completed  105  of  186 
passing  attempts  for  56.5%  this  year.  Roman  was  also 
the  most  accurate  passer  in  the  NCAA's  1959  listing  of 
the  top  25  passers  with  a  60.4  completion  percentage.  His 
amazing  feats  on  the  playing  field  in  addition  to  his  con- 
duct on  the  campus  make  Roman  Gabriel  a  true  All- 
-American.

The  Army  ROTC  has  as  its  purpose,  the  training  of  stu- 
dents for  position  of  leadership  in  the  Army  in  time  of  na- 
tional emergency.  ITie  successful  completion  of  a  four-year 
.Army  ROTC  course  leads  to  a  commission  as  a  second  lieu- 
tenant in  the  Army  reserve. 

In  the  classroom,  emphasis  is  placed  on  gi\ing  the  pros- 
pectixe  officer  a  general  backgrtiund  knowledge  of  mili 
tary  subjects  and  acti\ities  essential  to  all  the  branches  of  the 
Army.  Ma.ximum  effort  is  made  to  arouse  the  student's  in- 
terest through  the  use  of  weapons,  training  films,  practical 
exercises,  and  models. 

Drill  and  chain  of  command  facilitate  de\'clopment  of 
those  characteristics  of  leadership  such  as  self-confidence, 
initiative,  loyalty,  and  the  ability  to  think  clearly,  make  wise 
decisions  and  inspire  others  to  work  for  the  success  of  any 
endeavor.

The  North  Carolina  chapter  received  its  charter  on  May 
15,  1954  to  become  the  thirteenth  chapter.  The  chapter  has 
taken  an  active  part  in  campus  politics,  leadership,  intra- 
murals,  and  joint  fraternity  functions. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  Brothers  are  in  Agriculture, 
the  chapter  also  has  men  in  Forestry,  Education,  and  Tex- 
tiles; and  fraternity  membership  is  now  open  to  men  in  all 
schools.
